Ever since she made her first public appearance three months ago, Bru- 
mas has been the darling of London. A fluffy little polar bear, Brumas was 
born in the Regent's 's Park zoo last Nov. 27, the first of 2 polar bear cubs 
born there to survive more than a few days. Although various U.S. zoos 
(notably the one in Milwaukee) have raised cubs to maturity, the London 
Zoo has never succeeded. Polar bear mothers are usually.so nervous when 
giving birth in captivity that they either destroy the young or desert 
them. Brumas’ mother, Ivy, has turned out to be unusually maternal, 
however, and the zoo gives her the whole credit for the survival. 

For six weeks after Brumas was born Ivy kept the little bear hidden in 
the straw of her concrete den. Then, on a sunny day in January, she picked 
up the cub by the scruff of the neck and carried her out into the open. An 
immediate sensation, Brumas has created the biggest stir since the zoo 
acquired its first panda in 1935. As many as 50,000 persons have come to 
see her in one day. C1 thick that one-way traffic has been inaug- 
urated, and a loudspeaker urges people to “move on, please, when you 
have seen Brumas.” The cub has appeared on television programs, in 
newsreels and is now probably the most photographed baby in the world.

BRITAIN COMES BACK 


" FREEDOM OF SILENCE 


A friend in Hong Kong tells of a young Chi- 
nese who recently arrived there from the Com- 
munist mainland. The young Chinese could 
not bring himself to “participate pol 
in the new China. Whatever he said or did of 
course had to conform to the Communist line, 
and even in the privacy of his home he had to 
talk up the Communist way—or else. So he 
left. Explaining all this to people in Hong Kong, 
he said: 

"T don’t care about my freedom of speech. 
I was losing my freedom of silence, and that’s 
worse.” 


THE VANISHING TEXAN

Americans talk.

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THE SOCIALISTS HAVE FAILED, AND CAPITALISM IS TAKING OVER 


There is big news of Britain, The news is 
ue of FORTUNE, and it 


Britain is coming back, fast. Its political 
health is improving. Its economic recovery 
is impressive. Given fair luck and two more 
years of ECA help, Britain should be well 
on its feet by 1952—an independent power 
again, if not a “great power” in the grand 
sense of the phrase. For capitalist America 
the news is better yet. British Socialism is a 
dead duck. British capitalism, which is wide- 
ly thought to have expired some years ago, 
is very much alive and is kicking Britain 
back to vigor. Fortuxe Editor John Knox 
Jessup sums up this part of his findings after 
a recent stay in Britain: “... The come- 
back of Britain from here on will not be a 
triumph for Socialism, but for British pri- 
vate business, which alone can bring it off. 
The Socialists, who know they are licked, 
are no longer obstructing the British busi- 
nessman’s recapture of a large part (not all) 
of his former social pow Tat is the im- 
portant fact about Britain in 1950, The orig- 
inal capitalist country is rediscovering cap- 
italism.” 

An astonishing number of Americans 
identify British Socialism with their own 
“liberalism” and therefore resent any word 
said against it. For these folk let the record 
show that Britain's Socialists have failed to 
restore Britain and that they are now recog- 
nizing their failure. In the process they are 
coming to rely again on their private enter- 
prisers and to provide the sort of incentives 
required by private enterprise. Socialism 
as an over-all objective is being abandoned 
even by the Socialists. 

So much for Fortune’s news. Naturally 
it must be noted that all sorts of factors be- 
yond Britain’s control—world trade levels, 
U.S. slump, war—could impede or halt the 
upward rise. But the big news is that the rise 
is in full tide. It has some large implications 
for the , and a few of them will be dis- 
cussed in the remainder of this space. 

First, Britain is again a Big Boy among 
nations. Its policies, its attitudes toward its 
European neighbors, its attitudes toward 
the U.S. are open to discussion without (we 
hope) the cloying hesitancies and acrid re- 
sentments which have at times befo; 
American thought on the subject of Brit- 
ain. Come to think of it, the phrases “pro- 
British” and “anti-British” might be dis- 
carded with profit to all concerned. The ties 
of interest, heritage and affection binding 
the U.S. and Britain are stronger than any 
epithets, and a spell of honest criticism on 
both sides would be a very good thing. 

Britain is open to one transcendent crit- 
icism which ought to be pressed with all the 

ower and insistence at the command of the 

J.S. The criticism is that Britain has clev- 
erly and stubbornly obstructed the neces- 
sary reformation of Western Europe. Brit- 
ain has done this under the cover of a prac- 
tically impenetrable camouflage. The cam- 
ouflage is compounded of “facts” which are 


sound enough in themselves but are liable 
to flagrant misuse. It is a fact that Britain 
has obligations and opportunities outside 
of Europe. It is a fact that Britain must heed 
the needs and wishes of the Commonwealth 
and Empire. It is a fact that the great ster- 
ling area, which includes many non-British 
countries, has binding claims upon the fis- 
cal resources and policies of Britain, and 
that these claims cannot be rudely sacrificed 
to the sometimes contrary claims of conti- 
nental Europe. It may also be a fact that 
these and rated circumstances debar Brit- 
ain from full “integration” with continen- 
tal Western Europe. But they neither re- 
quire nor entitle Britain to obstruct the 
efforts of continental Western Europe to 
pool its strengths and assets in some meas- 
ure of economic and political integration. 

Britain says it cannot come in—not all 
the way, possibly not to any really mean- 
ingful extent. Very well. Where Britain can- 
not come in, let Britain stand aside. We are 
aware that this is not as simple as it sounds 
—British life and trade are bound up in a 
hundred ways with the life and trade of con- 
tinental Western Europe, and there can be 
no complete standing aside. But in general 
the principle is valid. The U.S. and Britain's 
Continental neighbors are entitled to insist 
upon it, and we hope they will have the cour- 
age to insist upon it. 

Otherwise we have no serious reservations 
about Britain and the prospect that it will 
soon be a fully independent partner of the 
U.S. Not that there are no troubles ahead 
—there are plenty. Postwar Americans are 
used to thinking of Britain as a valued but 
dependent and therefore privileged friend. 
It will take some doing, as the British say, 
to get used to a Britain which is once more 
on its own feet going its own way (or, more 
likely, several ways at once). 

British competition in world markets and 
even in the U.S. market is going to be pretty 
rough. The British are already doing all that 
they can to preserve their own trading area 
and to make their currency, the pound ster- 
ling, again the chief trading money of the 
world. We doubt that they will wholly suc- 
ceed in this field; history is running toward 
even larger trading areas and common cur- 
rencies, and in the end Britain will probably 
have to conform. 

The shrewd and often devious men of 
Whitehall are especially good at in-fighting 
with their friends, and there will be times 
when Americans will wonder at themselves 
for helping Albion back to health. There will 
be cries of ingratitude and a tendency to 
swing tariffs and any other economic clubs 
that may be handy. But we have no doubt 
that good sense will prevail. After all, what 
were the British loan and ECA for but to 
get Britain, among others, back into a posi- 
tion to be troublesome at times? 

The best friends are strong friends, and 
the British are the best and strongest that 
we Americans have. Thank God for them, 
and the best of luck to them!

WAS LATTIMORE A COMMUNIST? 


Yes, says a reformed party member, who partly corroborates McCarthy charges against U.S. policy adviser 


For Senator Joe McCarthy April 20 was to be a day of decision. So far he had 
failed to support his charges that the State Department was full of Communi 
(Lire, April 10). Now he staked nearly everything on the case of Owen La 
mol Far East authority and a sometime State Department consultant. To 
prove him a Communist, McCarthy depended on Louis Budenz, former Daily 
Worker managing editor who bolted the party in 1945 and whose testimony 
helped convict 1] top-ranking U.S. Communist leaders of conspiracy last year. 

Budenz told a Senate foreign relations subcommittee that Lattimore, whom 
he had never met, had been identified by other Communists as a member of a 
party cell. He said that in U.S. Politburo meetings he had seen documents 
bearing the initials “L’” and “XL,” which supposedly referred to Lattimore. 


CONFERENCE between Budenz and Senator Tydings, a 
McCarthy critic who heads subcommittee, follows testimony. 
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IGNORING BUDENZ, Lattimore and 
wife look the other way as he takes stand. 


Earl Browder, he said, knew Lattimore as a man sufficiently important to 
be charged with direction of Communist writers in 1937 (although Browder, 
since expelled from the party, denied this). Budenz explained that if a Lat- 
timore book had been criticized by the Daily Worker it was to preserve his 
respectability—he called it “praise with faint damns.” But he declined to 
back up McCarthy’s charge that Lattimore was a top Soviet espionage agent. 

At the same hearing Lattimore was defended by Brig. General Elliott R. 
Thorpe, former counter-intelligence chief for MacArthur. But new w 
nesses were called; the investigation was not over. A serious charge had bee 
made and, as the New York Times said, “This is no occasion for smear and 
whitewash. It is a place for an earnest search for the truth and for all of it.”

DISPLACED HORSE SIRES TWO FAVORITE SON 


Princequillo’s colts, Hill Prince and Prince Simon, are good hets in the Kentucky and English Derbies 


If he could have read a newspaper, a 10-year- 
old European refugee named Princequillo (above) 
would have been the happiest horse in Kentucky 
last week. Two of his many sons were installed as 
favorites to win the two most important races in 
the world, One was Hill Prince, a long-striding bay 
whose Kentucky Derby odds dropped to 3-1 after 
his impressive victory in the Wood Memorial at 
New York’s Jamaica. The other was Prince Simon, 
a long-barreled giant of a horse standing almost 17 
hands high, The latter—born, like his half brother, 
in America—looked so good in his first race at the 
Newmarket course two weeks ago that he was made 
the bookies’ choice, at 8-1, in the English Derby. 
No other horse, immigrant or native, has ever sired 
such a combination. 

Princequillo’s triumph is somewhat akin to that 
of a displaced human nobleman who makes good 
after driving a taxicab for a few years, Six months 
before he was born, Princequillo’s sire, Prince Rose 


—the greatest horse that ever raced in Belgium— 
was led off to Germany as a prize of war. His dam, 
an English mare named Cosquilla, was smuggled 
to Ireland on a fishing trawler, and there in 1940 
Princequillo was foaled. Times were hard and the 
scraggly little colt took on no size or beauty, per- 
haps because of Eire’s hay and oats shortage. 

In 1942OwnerL.L. (“Laudy”) Lawrenceshipped 
the runty two-year-old to the U.S., where he made 
his debut against the commonest of selling platers 
at Saratoga. Poor Princequillo finished second, 
and the next time out he was claimed for $2,500 
by the hunch-playing Argentine horseman, Ho- 
ratio Luro, trainer for the Boone Hall Stable. Al- 
though he eventually fattened up and won a cou- 
ple of races, Princequillo’s hard luck was nowhere 
near ended. At New Orleans in 1943 he was quar- 
tered in a dairy barn and permanently injured his 
foot in a stanchion. 

But some days the foot didn’t hurt, and on days 


in the land in long, grueling races up to 2! 
He won the Jockey Club Gold Cup and the Sara- 
toga Cup and a total of $96,550 before he bowed a 
tendon in 1944 and was retired to stud under the 
shrewd eye of Breeder A. B, Hancock. He was still 
scrawny and unbeautiful, but on a bluegrass dict 


he matured into the type of horse pictured in classic 
English prints: fine head, light-bodied and high- 
limbed, with a sloping rump. 

This attracted a number of horsemen, among 
them C. T. Chenery, who bred his mare, Hildene, 
to Princequillo, and William Woodward, who ob- 
tained his services for amare named Dancing Dora. 
The first produced Hill Prince; the latter, Prince 
Simon, Now, at 10, Princequillo is the sprightly 
king of Hancock’s famed Claiborne Stud in Ken- 
tucky, and horsemen are scrambling for the privi- 
lege of breeding a mare to him, His stud fee, for- 
merly a mere $500, recently has been quadrupled. 


PRINCE SIMON became English Derby favorite with easy victory on April 13 at 
Newmarket. The only American horse to win the British classic was Iroquois in 1881. 
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HILL PRINCE clinched his position as Kentucky Derby choice with win over Mid- 
dleground last Saturday in the $40,000 Wood Memorial at New York’s Jamaica track,

Next month for the first time the name of Ruth 
Roman (see cover) will go up on the movie marquees 
as a star.

straight operas called The Leper and The Saint of Bleecker Street 
and a ballet on Proust’s Remembrance of Things Past. He is super- 
vising a recording of The Consul and this month will leave for Rome 
where a movie version of The Medium will be shot under what he 
considers ideal circumstances, i.e., circumstances in which Gian- 
Carlo Menotti will have absolute control of every detail of the 
production. 

Menotti shares a neat, ultramodern and fancifully furnished 
house at Mount Kisco with the well-known American composer 
Samuel Barber and a poet named Robert Horan. There he spends 
most of his spare time in spirited conversation and such harmless 
pursuits as bird-feeding and the contemplation of a fine collection 
of modern paintings and Italian folk sculptures. His constant com- 

ion is a blond cocker spaniel named Luce (pronounced Loo- 
chay) which, he explains, is Italian for light. The house contains 
a radio, a phonograph and a wire recorder, none of which works. 
It also contains Menotti’s mascot, a near-life-size marionette of a 
‘medieval warrior in full armor called Orlando. The studio where 
he works is a small, cramped room just large enough to hold him- 
self and a grand piano. 

Menotti sees few of his fellow musicians, and often expresses his 
distaste for the esoteric technical fads that are the rage of high- 
brow “modern music” circles. What he particularly doesn’t like is 
what he describes as “chicness,” the tendency of modern composers 
to overlook sentiment and insist on being smartly and dissonantly 
in tune with the latest musical vogues. “Sophistication per se,” he 
maintains, “is the antithesis of music. Music can express only fun- 
damental, immediate emotion. . . . You can’t set Noel Coward’s 

lays to music. You have to be very clear and extremely sincere. 

‘hat is very difficult.” When he is accused of writing sentimental 
music he sticks unabashedly to his position. ‘Well, all right,” he 
exclaims. “Why not be sentimental sometimes?” 

Actually what more austere and high-brow composers refer to as 
his sentimentality is one of the human qualities that cause Menotti’s 
operas to stand out as little masterpieces in their field. Unlike his 
most famous rival in contemporary opera, England’s Benjamin 
Britten (Peter Grimes, The Rape of Lucretia), Menotti never piles 
up musical effects for their own sake or calls attention to the ela- 
borateness of his scoring. His tunes and harmonies are used spar- 
ingly and always for the purpose of intensifying an emotional or 
poetic idea. Though there is nothing technically novel about his 
music, which stems obviously from the operatic language of Pue- 
cini, Richard Strauss and Debussy, the style of opera he has created 
is highly original. Menotti’s operas are small-scale, intimate works 
that call for psychological subtlety rather than the old-fashioned 
machinery of pomp and spectacle which most people associate with 
the idea of opera. For years both critics and composers have been 
looking for a solution that would release opera from its unwieldy 

+ 19th Century conventions and bring it into line with modern the- 
atrical tastes. To many 6f them it now looks as though Gian-Carlo 
Menotti has found the solution.

Wizard of the Opera 


Gian-Carlo Menotti creates Broadway smash hits with a high-brow art 


go the New York Drama 
ics Circle, a group noted for the in- 
tegrity of its decisions, chose The Con- 
yy Gian-Carlo Menotti as the best Broad- 
way musical of the 1949-50 season. Three of 
its members went even further than that and 
voted it the best play as well. The Broadway 
public, which casts its ballots at the box office, 
seemed to agree with the critics, having booked 
seats at the Barrymore Theater, where it is 
playing, as far as six months ahead. Yet The 
Consul is neither a musical nor a play. It is 
something that usually gives Broadway's hon- 
estly middle-brow public horrifying and often 
justified visions of cultural uplift, intellectual 
snobbery and boredom, It is genuine opera. 
Listening to The Consul, patient opera-goers, 
who have sat dutifully through the series of 
stillborn, arty and musically muscle-bound 
spectacles that contemporary composers have 
been serving up as operas, begin to breathe

more easily. They know that the number of 
even moderately successful operas written in 
the past 40 years—either in America or any- 
where else—can be counted on the fingers of 
one hand. They had almost resigned them- 
selves to the idea that opera was a dead art form 
—something that could be seen at its best only 
in aged masterpieces ritualistically performed 
in such museumlike institutions as the Met- 
ropolitan. Yet The Consul undeniably has all 
the attributes of a first-class opera. It meets 
the high-brow’s most exacting specifications. 
Its musical score is deft, but it is unpretentious 
and emotionally gripping, written with the 
heart as well as the head. It is worth hearing 
more than once. It fits the exigencies of a tense, 
melodramatic plot without anywhere seeming 
artificial or getting in the way of action. On the 
dramatic side The Consul tells of a woman who 
waits helplessly in a consul’s office for the visa 
which would have saved her and her family 


and which never comes. In a poetic capsule, 
The Consul captures what many serious think- 
ers consider to be the great tragedy of the 20th 
Century: the plight of the individual over- 
whelmed by the vast impersonal forces of ma- 
chine-age organization. 

Gian-Carlo Menotti, the man behind this 
extraordinary achievement, is a handsome, 
rather rangy Americanized Italian who fits 
none of the accepted formulas of the Broad- 
way success story. He is delighted that people 
like The Consul. He worried himself into a one- 
week nervous collapse getting the production 
just right. He personally auditioned hundreds 
of young singers for the cast. Having written 
his own drama, he also insisted on being his own 
director, and worked at orchestrating and pol- 
ishing the 900 pages of his musical score up to 
the last minute before the Philadelphia try- 
out. At the opening itself he paced up and down 
the lobby like the husband of an expectant

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mother, shushing latecomers and noisemakers. He is still at work 
taking notes on the performance and giving his cast weekly refresh- 
er rehearsals so that there will be no letdown in the quality of the 
production. But where the outward appurtenances of success are 
concerned, he seems to have an Olympian lack of interest. He is too 
busy to be lionized. He says frankly that he hopes The Consul will 
have a short run, because if it runs too long the production will get 
stale. He has refused suggestions to make a popular record of the 
music-hall tune with which the show opens. “I'm terrified of over- 
popularity,” he explains. “hate radio and I hate jukeboxes. I was s0 
afraid my little jazz song would be popular.” He is not interested in 
Hollywood offers. He has already worked in Hollywood and doesn’t 
think much of it. He isn’t particularly interested in the money The 
Consul will make. (‘For me money is a poison. I don’t want it. Let 
them drown in it. I will drown in something else.”) 

To people who like to think Menotti has demonstrated that 
Broadway, rather than the Metropolitan, is the place for modern 
opera, he is a disappointment, He doesn’t think very highly of the 

letropolitan’s methods, but he doesn’t think much of Broadway 
either. “Broadway,” he affirms with great enthusiasm, “supports 
some of the worst atrocities that have ever been seen... . The 
theater is thought of as entertainment, not as art. It is time that we 
boycott that form of theater.” In fact, Gian-Carlo Menotti seems 
to have a scunner against the very idea of success. When favorable 
reviews started coming in after the opening of The Consul, he cut 
short the overjoyed comments of his backers. “Now,” he cautioned 
solemnly, ‘tis the time for humility.” Later he explained, “Artists 
must be very stubborn. What defeats the artist in America today 
is his willingness to compromise in order to achieve success. ... Two 
great talents like Odets and Saroyan—they write a good first play 
and the publishers and producers descend on them and make them 
write the same play over and over, and now what has become of 
them? . . . Artists should be allowed to have failures.” 

Menotti himself has had remarkably little experience with fail- 
ure. Four of the five operas he wrote before The Consul (Amelia 
Goes to the Ball, The Old Maid and the Thief, The Medium, The 
Telephone) are still highly thought of wherever contemporary op- 
era is taken seriously. He has never collaborated with librettists but 
has written and composed every word and note of his operas him- 
self (something that only a few of the operatic masters, like Richard 
Wagner, have done). He is the author of a couple of unpublished

of ballets and symphonic compositions. A furious individualist, he 
has turned down many remunerative contracts simply because he 
feared they might compromise his artistic integrity. His only de- 
pendable job is a modest one teaching musical composition at the 
Curtis Institute in Philadelphia. He lives, at present, in a house 
full of modern paintings and knickknacks near suburban Mount 
Kisco, where he spends nearly all his time writing and composing. 
He has not sought Broadway production but has consented to it 
—and consented only because ie happened to find a couple of pro- 
ducers who would keep their hands off his work and permit him to 
direct it exactly as he chooses. 

Aside from his work and his rather formidable ideas about art 
and commercialism, Gian-Carlo Menotti is a polished yet boyish 
and quietly exuberant individual with a poet’s absent-mindedn 
a fiction writer's irreverence for fact and an insatiable curiosity 
about people. His conversation is apt to consist entirely of superla- 
tives. When he is questioned about his own life, these superlatives 
are apt to,expand into complete fantasies which he solemnly insists 
are as true as gospel. He loves horror stories, magicians and spirit- 
ual mediums. He once hired the hypnotist Polgar, whom he met 
at a party of Greta Garbo’s, to hypnotize him and was sincerely 
pained when the hypnotism failed to work. A deeply preoccupied 
driver, he has collided with numerous roadside warning lights while 
piloting his car to and from Manhattan. He once absent-mindedly 
described his height on an immigration questionnaire as 11] feet 5 
instead of 5 feet 11. He speaks-English with an Italian accent, writes 
it with the elegance of a professional man of letters and believes it 
to be the ideal language for opera, He is also an occasional and hope- 
lessly incompetent devotee of tennis, which he performs with what 
he likes to regard as typically Anglo-Saxon enthusiasm. He is a pro- 
digious and inaccurate gossip with an obsessive interest in the pri- 
vate lives of others. One of his close associates recounts how, on an 
ocean voyage recently, Menotti spent hours listening through the 
wall of his stateroom to a fight between a couple in the next cabin. He 
has on occasion been surprised surreptitiously reading the diaries 
and private letters of his acquaintances, the surprise seeming to 
cause him no embarrassment whatever. Several years ago Menotti 
went with a friend to look over a house they were considering buyin, 
The owner of the house was not at home, but the butler let them in 
to look the place over. Sleuthing around through the bedrooms, 
Menotti came across the owner’s diary which he promptly proceed- 
ed to read, In it he found several candid references to the house, 
including a statement that it was inconvenient and inaccessible 
and that the owner had about given up hope of finding a buyer. On 
mature consideration Menotti and his friend decided not to buy. 


Music from the cradle 


1An-CarLO Menortt has frequently reported being amazed by 
G his fabulously bad luck playing the number seven at roulette, 
since he is the seventh child of his father. This is pure fiction. He 
was born 38 years ago in a pink villa on a hillside overlooking Lake 
Lugano in northern Italy, and was the ninth in a family of 11 chil- 
dren. His grandfather had been the mayor of the nearby village, 
and the family was a wealthy one, having made a great deal of mon- 
ey in a South American import-export business. Gian-Carlo was 
taught music in a desultory way practically from the cradle, and 
as a child participated in family get-togethers where brothers and 
sisters played chamber music. By the time he was 4, encouraged 
by a doting mother, he had already produced his first song, and 
two years later he had made the solemn decision to become a com- 
poser. At 9 he developed an absorbing interest in the theater as rep- 
resented by an elaborate puppet show the family had bought for 
him to play with. As a puppeteer Gian-Carlo’s great specialty was 
the devil, for whose appearances on the stage he contrived clouds 
of suffocating smoke by burning sulphur behind the scenes. The 
family soon moved to Milan where for several’years he attended 
the Verdi Conservatory, studying harmony and o her musical sub- 
jects. A few years later Gian-Carlo’s father died, leaving the family 
import-export business in bad shape. To make an attempt at re- 
trieving it his mother decided to go to South America. On the way 
back she dropped off Gian-Carlo, then 17, at Philadelphia where 
he became a student at the Curtis Institute of Music. 

When Gian-Carlo arrived in Philadelphia he spoke no English 
and wore an exotic-looking pair of knickers that caused people to 
stare wherever he went. He soon got a more conventional pair of 
pants and started going to the movies four times a week in an effort 
to learn the language. His strict instructors, who did not consider 
him much of a genius, succeeded in making him work for the first

On a trip 
back to Europe he finally finished his first successful one, a light, 
humorous one-act affair called Amelia Goes to the Ball. Mrs. Curtis 
Bok, of Philadelphia's famous publishing family, got the Curtis 
Institute to give Amelia a performance and it made such a hit that 
the Metropolitan Opera decided to produce it. It lasted at the Met 
for two seasons, which, for a contemporary opera at that institution, 
is regarded as an extended run. Menotti himself got $462.50 from 
the Met, and from the Italian ambassador in Washington an offer, 
which he declined, of honorary membership in the Fascist party. 

As the work of a 25-year-old composer, Amelia showed an amaz- 
ing instinct for effective theatrical composition. It was soon fol- 
lowed by a radio opera (commissioned by the National Broadcast- 
ing Company) called The Old Maid and the Thief, which was an- 
other instant suc in the field of operatic comedy. Then Menotti

| drama about mythical beings called The Island God, 
and though it contained passages of beautiful music, it was theat 
cally as dead as an oratorio. It was produced by the Metropolitan 
which gave it four performances. Menotti took the defeat in his 
stride, explaining later that he had made the mistake of mixing too 
much metaphysics with his music, and that the mistake had taught 
him a great deal about how not to write opera. 

Just how valuable that mistake was became evident in his next 
opera The Medium, which, like The Island God, was serious and 
tragic but which carried a theatrical punch. The Medium is about a 
faking spiritualist who loses her mind when she begins to believe in 
her own supernatural powers. Its curious mixture of pathos, real- 
ism and eerie mysticism deeply impressed the critics who saw it at 
its first performance at Columbia University in 1946. A year later 
two enterprising friends launched a Broadway production on a 
shoestring, with Menotti himself directing the staging. For a time 
the production looked like a flop, playing to audiences that some- 
times dipped as low as 40 people a night. But rave notices, plus a 
threat that it might have to close, suddenly stimulated publi 
terest. In the end it ran seven months, a record of performances 
probably unmatched in the history of American opera. It then went 
on tour and wound up a hit in both London and Paris. Attracted 
by its enormous success, Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer brought Menotti 
to Hollywood as a writer and paid him $500 a week to turn out two 
rather lugubrious creen plays. But both M-G-M and Menotti soon 
lost interest in this deal, M-G-M because they did not think his 
movies would sell, Menotti be apprehensive of becom- 
ing a mere cog in the Hollywood production line. 

He soon reappeared in New York, bringing his scripts along with 
him, He had stipulated in his contract that he might keep them if 
M-G-M failed to u: .

PAINTED IN A FRENCH INN, 
IT TURNS UP IN NEW YORK 


One day in 1924 two traveling American art students, 
Abraham Rattner and Isadore Levy, stopped off for 
lunch at the Hotel Marie Henry, an obscure little inn in 
the village of Le Pouldu, Brittany. During the meal, they 
noticed that under the peeling wallpaper in the dining 
room wasa strange mural signed with the letters “P. Go.” 
Puzzled, they wrote of their find toan artist friend in Paris 
who informed them that the signature was an abbrevia- 
tion used by Paul Gauguin, the great 19th Century post- 
impressionist who had lived at the hotel in 1889. Rattner 
and Levy promptly bought the section of wall from the 
proprietress who, suddenly suspecting its value, held out 
for $2,000 plus the cost of replastering and papering. 

Since then, Levy and Rattner (now a prominent New 
York artist) have kept the mural hidden away in a stor- 
age house with the result that many of the most informed 
Gauguin scholars do not even know that it exists. But 
this week they have decided to reveal their discovery and 
put the unknown Gauguin up for sale. Price: $25,000.

When they bounce off to medical school in the 
fall the new freshmen, full of doctors’ dream:

With second year books like Hematology 
and Physical Diagnosis stacked on top of fresh- 
man stand-bys like Gray's Anatomy and Hu- 
man Embryology, the sophomore’s pile of 
volumes has almost doubled in height (above).

Michigan’s new program 


meets some old problems 


Educators have become very critical of the shortcomings of medical 
schools. They have three main complaints. The schools do not admit 
enough students; there are fewer doctors per capita in the U.S. than 
there were 40 years ago. The schools are training too many specialists 
and not enough general practitioners; in some years only three or four 
Michigan graduates wanted to become G.P.s. The schools are too in- 
grown, out of touch with their graduates and their communities. 

Michigan is trying—with considerable success—to answer this crit- 
icism. Next fall its dean, Albert C. Furstenberg, hopes to take in 200 
students, the largest freshman class in the Because additional 
students need additional hospital patients to work with, Michigan is 
adding to its present 981-bed hospital: a 70-bed maternity hospital, 
a new state-built clinic; a 500-bed veteran's hospital to be staffed by 
the school and, later on, a new children’s hospital. All this, plus a new 
$3 million research institute to be built with a Kresge Foundation grant, 
will make Michigan one of the largest and most complete medical cen- 
ters in the world. 

Three years ago, to upgrade state medicine, help the shortage of gen- 
eral practitioners and to bring itself closer to its community, Michi- 
gan affiliated itself with 14 hospitals, from Saginaw to Kalamazoo. 
This has started a new trend in medical education which is now beii 
carried on in New York, Minnesota and Massachusetts. Under Michi- 
gan’s affiliation arrangement, the university's future general practi- 
tioners get their first big break. During their two-year internship they 
alternate for six months’ intervals between their hospital and the uni- 
versity, checking theory against practice and rechecking their prac- 
tice against new ideas. This chance to get more and special training 
has raised the percentage of would-be G.P.s in Michigan’s classes from 
2% to 16%. There is a similar program for students who wish to be- 
come specialists. Under it they spend a year at one of the hospitals, a 
year back at Michigan, another year or two at the hospital again. 

This system has worked out well in two ways. The flow of young 
doctors back and forth from the university has resulted in a constant 
interchange of new developments and new ideas. This has been fine for 
the students. It has also vastly improved the standards of the hospitals 
that are participating in the } jigan program. Now all 14 of them 
are accredited for specialist training. Not one was accredited before.

INSPIRES NEW $9.95 VERSION 


On Sept. 22, 1947 Lire published a story (right) on the Minit-Man 
Automatic Car Washer, a whirling, jetting device for washing cars 
mec lly that has since become familiar in many parts of the U.S. 
One who read it was a young advertising man named Slater McHugh 
of Port Washington, L.I. McHugh thought it would be widely benefi- 
cial and personally profitable if the Minit Washer’s convenience could 
be made available at low price to the average car owner in his home. 

The result is the Maitland Car Washer, currently going on sale at 
$9.95, which washes a car without muss in six minutes. It consists of 
detergent and a 17-foot plastic hose inset with seven spray nozzles. The 
car owner dissolves a teaspoonful of detergent in a bucket of water and 
douses the car with it. A garden hose is then connected with the sec- 
tion of plastic hose which has been permanently clamped around the 
frame of the garage door, and the water is turned on, creating a spray 
(background, above). The car is backed into the garage through the 
spray, driven out again, and emerges clean. Since the sprays point out- 
ward, hardly any of the garage gets wet. Except in hard-water areas 
where a little chrome wiping may be necessary, the car dries spot-tree.

Utah’s governor angers 
all parties by being 


an utterly honest man

Utah is a vast, green-turreted, 32-room 

monster, half French Renaissance and 
half Charles Addams. It was built in 1904 by 
the late Senator Tom Kearns, the mining mag- 
nate, to gratify certain whims, such as knock- 
ing his Mormon neighbors’ eyes out. Asan Irish 
immigrant’s son Kearns had dreamt he dwelt 
in marble halls. So when he struck it rich he 
lined both the kitchen and the master’s bath- 
room of his house, as well as the entryway, 
with honest-to-gosh marble. Tom paneled his 
dining room with lustrous imported wood, 
and in his basement pridefully built a bowling 
alley, the first private one in town. 

The musty mansion is something out of 
Salt Lake’s salty past. The silver-haired cit- 
izen who lives in it now, a little uncomfort- 
ably, won't be there long, people say, because 
he is a man without a future. 

From the day he moved in 16 months ago 


Tis governor’s mansion in Salt Lake City, 
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a mining city where he had served 12 years 
as mayor, Lee did not look like a self-doomed 
man. Tanned, trim and wiry at 49, he had 
just pulled off a minor miracle as one of two 
Republicans in the whole U.S. to unhor 
Democratic governors in 1948. Thanks to 
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OUTNUMBERED by Democrats on three-man Board of Examiners which 
reviews state business, Lee (iefi) can be outvoted by his attorney general (cen- 
ter) and his secretary of state (right). But he wields much independent power.

if some of its members are not. Its stately Hotel Utah not only keeps 
the Book of Mormon alongside the Gideon Bible in every chiffonier 
but declines to sell the legal 3.2 beer to its guests. 

In thus quickly courting the displeasure of the church as well 
as the politicians, it would be quite wrong—as in every similar 
act of Lee’s regime—to credit him with great courage. For, driven 
by a belligerent contempt for expediency, he is simply unaware 
of having any choice but to do vigorously what seems right. 

Government by pressure groups and government by crony are 
equally distasteful to Governor Lee. A few months ago when the 
Republicans met in Washington for their widely heralded policy- 
drafting conclave, unorthodox Brack Lee attended one session, 
then walked out in disgust. “I went,” he says, “because I was 
asked to help. I found they didn’t want a policy—they wanted 
to write something to please everybody. 

“Look at what they said about farm policy. They said they want- 
ed to support farm prices at 85% of parity. The other fellows want 
to Paes the farmers at 100% of parity. How are you going to 
win that way? I wanted them to tell the farmers that the time had 
come when the country couldn’t subsidize them any longer, Natu- 
rally, nobody listened’ to me.” After his walkout he submitted a 
14-point policy of his own. It was brutally frank, full of unfashion- 
able platitudes about honesty and integrity versus greed and spe- 
cial privilege. But Lee could not care less about pleasing everybody: 
“['m fed up with most politicians anyway, and that goes for Re- 
publicans as well as Democrats. . .. Why, there are members of my 
own party who'd have this state in worse shape than it was when 
I took office, if I'd let them.” 

This is no new posture for Lee. It was only three weeks after his 
inaugural when he was invited to the Republican National Com- 
mittee’s postelection conference, or wake, at Omaha. As a victor in 
the ranks of the vanquished, he was asked to make a major speech. 
When finally called on, late at night and after waiting four hours, 
he was tempted to say thanks and walk out, as Physicist Robert A. 
Millikan stalked out on a recent gathering in California. 

“Most of the boys were out in the corridors figuring how to get 
rid of their chairman, Hugh Scott,” Lee recalls. “So I called to them 
to come back in—told them I'd left my legislature in the hands of 
Democrats and wasn't going to make the trip for nothing.” While 
he waited—chin out, blue eyes cold behind his glasses, and with the 
cut of his jib looking disconcertingly like President Truman’s—the 
politicos reluctantly resumed their seats. Lee proceeded to give 
them a piece of his independent mind. He confessed he was no stu- 
dent of government and no expert on foreign. policy, but he had 
shiny two-bits’ worth to offer the experts. ; 

“Unfortunately our party has seen fit to avoid risking its future 
upon the judgment of all the people,” Lee told them. “We have 
been unwilling to stand upon our theories of government but have 
chosen to criticize the opposition without offering sound, construc- 
tive changes. ... We lost an election—the Democratic party did 
not win it. We lost it because we forgot that the American voter 
is intelligent and thinking. During the entire campaign we did not 
meet squarely a single issue which was close to the hearts of the 
mass of voters . . . who are not aligned with any pressure group.” 
While the national committee chewed on that one, Governor Lee 
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AT MANSION, where family spends most of its time on second floor, Lee 
says goodby to wife before driving to work at the capitol in his state Cadillac. 
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cheerfully headed home to take on his Democratic legislature. 

It is as hard for sophisticated minds to understand Brack Lee’s 
almost anachronistic political morals as it is for him to understand 
such sophistries It’s only money.” Up and down his state he 
has crusaded against federal grants-in-aid as a snare and a myth. 
Utahans pay around $46 million a year in federal taxes and get only 
about $8 million back in direct benefits, he argues. So a town that 
asks for federal money to help build an airport tends to forget that 
it has already given the government enough in taxes to build two 
airports and a swimming pool as well. 

Last year Lee practiced this kind of preachment so thoroughly on 
the state level that the Budget Bureau in Washington got alarmed. 
It hustled an investigator out west to see why Utah was failing to 
grab its allotted share of government money. 

“This young man called on all the state officers before he called 
on me,” says Lee. “Then he came to see me. He complimented me 
on our many services. I thanked him. Then he asked me why I was 
crippling these fine services by cutting down their budgets. 

“I said to him, ‘Young man, it’s too bad you never lived in a 
free country.’ He said, ‘But I do.’ So I said to him, ‘Well, maybe 
you think so, young man, but I remember when the pay check I got 
‘was my own and I could spend it as I liked. Can you .. .?” 

“We argued back and forth for a while and then he proceeded to 
threaten me. He said that if I didn’t restore the cuts in the state 
budget and draw Utah’s full share of the federal subsidies I would 
be responsible for introduction of a federal law which would take 
the spending of federal grants out of state hands. At that I showed 
him the door. .. . 

Against the spenders in Salt Lake City, Brack Lee is holding his 
own. When state department heads turned in budget requests total- 
ing a record $81.5 million last year, he ruthlessly cut them to $43.9 
before passing the budget on to the legislature. That hostile body 
raised the ante to nearly $53 million, but Lee managed to lop off 
about $4 million by veto. Among other items he amputated was 
a requested $1,186,000 for the state department of publicity and 
industrial development, whose interesting projects included build- 
ing access roads to scenic spots for movie companies, in competi- 
tion with the state highway department. Like the highway patrol’s 
$16,800 item for upkeep of a “welcome station” for tourists, such 
endeavors were probably laudable, the governor admitted, but it 
seemed more laudable for the state to put out no more than it took 
in, His budgetary surgery brought pained yelps from wounded 
administrators, led to several suits charging illegal operations. It 
has strained his relations with such powerful men as Dr. A. Ray 
Olpin, president of the University of Utah. It has also made Utah 
one of the few states with a lower budget this biennium than last.

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cleaning. The house boasts, among other marvels, a solid silver 
chandelier er, which reminds Brack Lee of a story every time he looks 
at it. “Tom Kearns, who built this place, was a sterling character 
but no intellectual. Once the Alta Club asked him to donate a chan- 
delier for the clubrooms. Tom said sure, but who in hell among the 
members could play one of the danged things?” 

For Brack and Margaret Lee the great house with Tom Kearns’s 
marble and priceless wood carving was a long jump from Price, 
Utah (pop. 7,500), and they are not altogether glad they made it. 
Back home, across the Wasatch range and 120 miles to the south- 
, life was reasonably uncomplicated. Lee was born there, went 
to high school there and took over his father’s real estate business. 
A person of oddly assorted talents, Lee painted in oils at 13, was 
Carbon County’s first Army volunteer in World War I, later built 
the first radio set in town, fashioned a runabout powered by a gas- 
oline motor from a washing machin 
motorboat in his back yard. The radio and several of his paintings 
are still in his mother’s house, along with a scale model of the Santa 
Maria, “He was an awfully smart boy,” says Brack Lee’s mother. 
“Why, when he was only 10 or so he sent away some drawings and 
was offered a scholarship. I don’t know—he might have been hap- 
pier as an artist. He has a terribly tough job up there in Salt Lake.” 

He played baseball on the town team, got married and was a 
young widower with a small daughter when he married handsome 
Margaret Draper, a Mormon but not the strictest one, in 1928, A 
few years later Brack Lee decided that, like his father before him, 
he ought to run for mayor of Price. He was beaten on the first try 
but in 1934 won by two votes. “It cost me $800 and took 90 days 
to prove those two votes good,” says Lee. But he dug in fast, serv- 
ing six terms, three of them won by acclamation. 

‘As mayor and also as president of the Utah Municipal League, 
Lee won a state-wide reputation. For three years Price levied no 
local taxes at all, meeting its budget of around $370,000 out of prof- 
its on its light and power distributing system, Lee helped the town 
get a self-supporting hospital, a junior college, a model water sys- 
tem, new schools and a public swimming pool. He also overlooked 
his antipathy to federal grants long enough to get a 45% grant 
toward the city’s $250,000 auditorium and city hall. The cit: 
share was paid off in 10 years. 

Brack Lee’s sober reputation was spiced by his furious feuding 
with the state’s Democratic regimes. Whenever state officers drove 
too fast through the mining and sheep-raising center of Price, Leé’s 
cops arrested them for reckless driving. Once Mayor Lee led his cops 
to a suspected bootleg joint. Inside were two state liquor enforce- 
ment agents, disporting themselves behind the bar. Denied entry, 
the Lee forces broke in the door, tossed the agents in jail. Retalia- 
ting, the state took to raiding Price regularly and not always legally. 
Lee came back by notifying the press whenever the agents, after 
confiscating the contents of the till at a raided tavern, turned in less 
money than the amount noted on their receipt to the proprietor. 

With his interest in politics whetted by a one-man exposé of state 
departments which he undertook in 1938, Lee ran for Congress four 
years later. He lost by 269 votes. In 1944 he ran for governor against 
Maw and firmly believes he beat him. “‘I was 8,000 votes ahead,” 


Lee says, “but a lot of ‘scratch’ ballots were thrown out because 
the voters didn’t draw a line through Maw’s name when they wrote 
in mine. So I lost by 1,056 votes.” He was still about 50,000 ahead 
of the Republican ticket and by now was recognized as a formida- 
ble vote getter. 

By 1948 Brack Lee was not to be denied. The Maw organization 
fought valiantly, but too many voters were ready for a change and 
willing to split the ticket to get one. On the positive side Lee had 
a homemade, bipartisan “machine” working for him in Carbon 
County. “Know who elected him?” asks County Treasurer Art 
Smith, a Democrat who went to school with Lee. “We did. This 
is a cosmopolitan county—lots of Irish, Hungarians, Greeks, Ital- 
ians around. Well, us flannelmouths and squareheads and the rest 
of us went all over the state asking people to vote for Brack. I sent 
out thousands of letters myself to Icelanders and Danes.” 

As election day approached the Democrats took to desperate 
measures. In the mail to the state’s taxpayers went 125,000 cop- 
ies of a pamphlet called ‘Morals and the Mayor.” It painted Price 
as a wide-open town of hard liquor, gambling and prostitution, and 
caricatured Brack Lee, who does not belong to a church, as an irre- 
ligious fellow out to open up the whole state. Outraged church lead- 
ers from Price descended on the capitol, and the Mormon Deseret 
News sternly decried the raising of the religious issue in the cam- 
paign. A good many voters decided the Democrats had no business 
casting the first stone. A liquor board bootlegging scandal that 
broke earlier in the campaign probably hurt the Maw forces more 
than the anti-Lee pamphlet helped them. 

Election night brought a nightmare for the telephone operators 
at Price. Their switchboard was swamped with ‘calls from all over 
the state, from coast to coast and from overseas points. Everybody 
Brack Lee ever knew wanted to congratulate him, and the calls 
kept coming for 56 frantic hours. 

four thousand Utahans crowded into the rotunda around Chief 
Massasoit’s statue for the inaugural. Off to one side, in the gover- 
nor’s office, “the new staff started with a clean slate—the files were 
empty,” as a secretary cracks. When the Lees moved into the man- 
sion the cupboard was bare, with not so much as a state-canned 
jar of pickles on the shelves. While his wife restocked the pantry, 
Lsetwantito workon the kill, He wax probably ibe loaeliess povec: 
nor in the 48 states. As the sole winning Republican on the ticket 
he was surrounded by Democratic elective officials and enveloped 
by an atmosphere of hostility. 


“T make the enemies” 


LTHOUGH Governor Lee is an American Legionnaire, an Elk, 

a Shriner and a consistently good trapshooter at the Salt Lake 

Gun Club, his principles keep him from being what politics call 
“a good organization man.” Needing a new head for the tax com- 
mission, he shopped everywhere but at party headquarters and 
picked a man he did not even know. The appointee, out of town on 
a trip, learned of his selection when he got off a train and read in 
the paper that “H. C. Shoemaker, softs! aesail executive! Was ap- 
pointed today. . . .” Hurrying to the capitol, he greeted the gov- 
ernor and said he'd accept the job if he could have a free hand. Lee 
agreed. Some time later, when Shoemaker retained a Democratic 
attorney as an aide, Brack Lee remarked, “You know, this puts 
me on the spot.” Said Shoemaker, “Well?” Said Lee, “Well, all 
right. I’m on the spot anyway.” An expert trouble shooter, Shoe- 
maker has now moved over to the welfare commission. Today sev- 
eral executives on state commissions are nonpolitical appointees 


who don’t particularly need the money (up to $375 a month) but * 


like their work. 

Their chief executive is not a humorless man but a reserved one 
who takes a lot of knowing. “My wife makes friends for the fam- 
ily,” he has said; "I make the enemies.” She also keeps peace in the 
household. With a married daughter in Price and a son at West 
Point, the Lees have a teen-age daughter, Margaret Jon, and a sec- 
ond son, Richard, 5, at home with them. Sometimes, with phones 
and doorbells ringing, the television set going full blast, Richard 
bawling and the governor in an irascible mood, the mansion trem- 
bles. “This,” observes daughter Jon, “is a high-strung house.” So- 
cially competent Mrs. Lee usually can cope with things, but admits 
to one fearful blunder as first lady. One day she found herself riding 
in an official car with a portly man named Sawyer from out of town. 
What, he asked, had changed the people of Utah, once so impreg- 
nably self-reliant? “Why,” said Margaret Lee, “the New Deal. ft 
spoiled the morale of a lot of people, you know.” Then she looked at 

¢ man and blanched. “Mr. Sawyer—you are Secretary of Com- 
merce Sawyer?” He nodded; she sighed and changed the subject.

Making enemies is an inescapable part of her husband’s job— 
the way he runs it. He made a few, at least, the day he turned down 
a requisition to pay for a Utah float in the Truman inaugural pa- 
rade. He made friends of newspapermen but made enemies of a good 
many other people when he forbade closed-door meetings or exec- 
utive sessions, of all state commissions. 

He often makes enemies simply by acting in haste. “Brack,” 
says a political reporter, “will jump off a cliff and then look for a 
place to light.” 

As this suggests, Lee has lot of hot enemies but also 
some cool critics. He has been precipitate in several of his budget 
vetoes, later had to compromise w!:en he could not make them stick. 
He took a running jump when he fired a Democrat from the finance 
commission “for cause” but without a formal hearing; the courts 
ruled the man be reinstated. And Lee’s whole regime has been sub- 
ject to the sweeping criticism that, while cutting costs, he should 
act with more imagination to raise Utah’s share of the national in- 
come, to enlarge the base on which taxes can be paid. As Art Smith, 
Lee’s shrewd friend at Price, says, “The trouble with Brack Lee is 
that he’s doing the right thing the wrong way. Ie isn’t getting his 
side of the story across. He doesn’t have any machine, and without 
one he'll never get re-elected unless he finds a way to keep the voters 
sold on him.” 

Lee answers all this in his own fashion. At this year’s Jefferson- 
Jackson day dinner, State Chairman Grant Macfarlane got guf- 
faws out of Democrats by calling Brack Lee “the Pied Piper of Price, 
whose pipes will soon be playing Going Home.” Not until last week 
did the governor get his retort to that gibe into print. ‘That was 
a compliment,” he assured the Republicans’ state reorganization 
convention, “You will remember it was the Pied Piper that got rid 
of the rats.” 

The professional politician’s rebuttal is equally characteristic. 
Sitting in his W. South Temple Street law office, Chairman Mac- 
farlane ticks off the governor's political errors. “He’s done a lot of 
unpopular things. He vetoed $500,000 for the Salt Lake voce 
tional school, $495,000 for University of Utah research, $328,000 
for maintenance of a new state hospital. .. . A third of his savings 
so far have been in public welfare. Why, we just want him to serve 
out that four-year term the way he’s going, Best thing that could 
happen to us!” 

Brack Lee doesn’t argue in these terms, perhaps because he just 
doesn’t understand them, Once in a while he confesses, “Sometimes 
I get mighty tired of this job and feel like just throwing it up and 
going back home.” Yet there is barely a pause before he rushes on, 
"But my philosophy of living is that the thing you get out of life 
your frame of mind. The price you pay for taking anything that 
isn’t yours just isn’t worth it. That’s why I come back to the same 
old conclusion—do it honestly, do the best you know how, and let 
*em holler!

AN HISTORIC FURNITURE PIECE 
IS AGAIN IN U.S. PRODUCTION 


In 1826 a Yankee chairmaker named Lambert Hitchcock opened 
a chair factory in what is now Riverton, Conn, and turned out “fancy 
chairs” that were so sound and so handsome that they became nation- 
ally famous. He occupied the factory until 1840, producing in it some 
200,000 chairs which, by now popular antiques, are stil 

In 1946 a West Hartford business man named John Kenney, out 
fishing in the Farmington River, happened upon the original, long- 
since dilapidated Hitchcock factory, waded out of the river to exam- 
ine it and got an idea. Kenney, then 36, had built up a sample-shoe 
business which yielded him a comfortable profit but little pleasure. 
His family had once owned a Hitchcock chair, however, and he knew 
the name for a hallowed one. He did not know very much more, but 
the idea of restoring Lambert Hitchcock’s factory to its ori; 
was wonderfully appealing. Kenney considered the possibilities, then 
rented the plant for $25 a month with an option to buy and proposed 
a partnership to a friend, Richard Coombs, who knew woods and cab- 
inetmaking. For the next two years they bought and studied dozens 
of old Hitchcock chairs and thus retraced Hitchcock's original pat- 
terns. Production, which began 18 months ago, has now reached a 
modest 30 chairs a day. 

Like the original maker’s, the present Hitchcock contains 20 parts. 
It is made mostly of Connecticut rock maple and its rush seat is made 
from cattails gathered in the same swamp area where Lambert Hitch- 
cock once cut his. There are six basic back styles of which the turtle 
(opposite), so-called from the silhouette of the slat, is currently the 
most popular. The stencil patterns are applied by airbrush, since Ken- 
ney and Coombs could not find enough women able to apply gold paint 
by finger as was done in the factory a century ago. 

The partners argue that their chairs are true Hitchcocks, not copies 
or “reproductions,” but at the request of antique collectors they now 
stamp the seat bottoms with HCC (for Hitchcock Chair Company) to 
prevent any confusion with the products of their predecessor. Today 
the Hitchcock factory employs 32 and sells—at $39.95 and $49.95— 
all the chairs it makes in its leisurely, 19th Century atmosphere. Best 
of all, Kenney can fish right outside its door in the Farmington River.
